Vacillating Frost Puts 
| End To Fall Bean Crop; 
: Other Crops Are Okay 


1 Celery, Cabbace, And Other 
, Leaf Crops Offer Some Ro- 
lief During Winter 


The "Yankee" cold wave that 
has been hovering around the + 
State of Florida for sometime 
finaly crept in Tuesday night 
and did some considerabble 
damage to the tender beans and 
other crops of the Glades. Again 
Wednesday night it swarmed 
down like the Chinks did into 
Korea and finished the job on 
the beans and some other tender 
vegetables, 

Various experts say there will 
be from 25 per cent to as low as 
10 per cent of the crop of beans 
left. Beans always show up from 
somewhere after one of these 
cold spells. 

However, the overall econo- 

į mic picture in the Glades is not 
às bad as it might be. There's 
still several thousand acres of 
celery, cabbbage, escarole, let- 
tuce, chicory and other leaf 
crops to carry thru the winter. 

Sugar cane may have suffered 
some damage, but at present it 
doesn't seem to have been too 
bad. Okeelanta may well finish 
its grinding without serious loss 
even if the cane is frozen, which 
is in doubt. U. S. Sugar could 

suffer more seriously, for they 
have a longer grinding season. 

The 35,000 cows in the area 
serunched up a bit, but didn't 
lose any weight; some of their 
grass ptstures may have been 
affected, but the cattlemen with 
foresight has made provisions 
for this. 

This freeze following the fall 
wind and water doesn't help but 
it could be worse. ~ 

Wiley Milligan, the m 
man has given us the following 
às his contribution to the frost 
story. 

Well, that ole man weather 
went and done it again. By a 
series of long, painful processes 
liberally sprinkled with lots of 
wind, cold at that, frost, lots 
of that too, another chapter was 
added to the many disappoint- 
ments so far in this fall sea- 
son of 1950. Many a bean patch 
went under a blanket of frost 
during the last'two nights but 
you can’t say amen to all the 
beans. Although loss was heavy, 
make no mistake as to that, 
there will be a few beans mar- 
keted. It is likely the bean loss 
on approximately 12,000 to 15,- 
000 acres will likely run about 
75 to 90 per cent, Much of the 
beans which look frosted, out 
now will come along and 
some beans while others which 
seem o. k. won't That's the way 
it goes when the ole Equaliz- 
er really gets down to business. 
Some hope is held out for a 
considerable number of patches 
singed on top. Some bean re- 
covery can be expected if that 
Jack Frost will just relax his 
grip further North and let

ARMY SIGNAL CORPS 
HAS A SIMPLE CHECK 
FOR RADIOACTIVITY 

Development of the first 
simple and inexpensive device 
to measure the extent of ex- 
Posure of individuals to atomic 
radiation capable of mass pro- 
duction to meet both military 
and possible civil defense needs 
—was announced recently by 
the Department of the Army. 

Designated by the Army Sig- 
nal Corps as a self-developing 
Photographic dosimeter, the de- 
vice is small and light, may be 
hung around one's neck like 
à soldier's ‘dog tag, yet will 
measure very slight to fatal 
doses of radioactivity. 

A reading can be obtained 
from the dosimeter one minute 
after exposure without recourse 
to a photographic laboratory or 
the use of supplementary equip- 
ment. 

The dosimeter was developed 
under the sponsorship of the 
Signal Corps Engineering Lab- 
oratories, Fort Monmouth, New 
Jersey, by the Polaroid, Coxpor- 
ation, Cambridge, Massachu- 
setts. It employes principles 
discovered by Dr. Edwin How- 
land, President of Polaroid, and 
used in the Land camera. 

The dosimeter consists of a 
small metal case containing a 
flat paper package. The pack- 
age, or plaque, in turn con- 
tains photographic sensitized 
film and a pad of developing 
solution. The film has gradu- 
ated scales on its outer edges 
and an unexposed center part,

Divine Sonship: Yours and Mine 


As Christianity ís seen as Sci- 
ence, as it is recognized that every- 
thing a devout person hopes to 
rience in the future is avail- 
able to him today, Christianity be- 
comes more than a hope; it is 
found to be the satistying tulfill- 
ment of hope, here and now 
When the Master spoke of him- 
self as the human Jesus, he re- 
ferred to himself as the Son of 
man But when-he spoke of him- 
self as Christ, he referred to his 
sonship with' God. This is the 
spiritual significance of the term 
Christ Jesus. A correct under-

We Are Heirs of God 


The story is told of a young 
child in the Orient whose parents, 
American missionaries, were vic- 
tims of a severe epidemic. The 
baby was taken in and cared for 
by a native family Several years 
later an estate of considerable size 
was being probated in the United 
States, One of the child's parents 
was the beneficiary. The existence 
of the chile was known, and to 
close the estate it was necessary to 
determine his status as heir 

Unti) the child himself learned 
ot his true identity. he had no 
sense of himself as anything but 
a member of the family with whom 
he dwelt. But the agents of a just 
government persisted until his in- 
heritance was legally established 
It became his own not by reason 
of anything he himself had done, 
but he had to be made aware of it, 
and It had to be made available to 
him through law. 

One might speculate upon th 
child's wonderment when he wa:

The plan for this organization 
centers in the Manual 
Mother Church This instrument 
of government requires and de- 
velops on the part of its mem- 
bers a degree of spiritual growth 
through the unfoldment ot spirit- 
ual Truth or divine law in human 
consciousness Membership in this 
organization implies a sacred obli- 
gation to understand and fulfill the 
underlying moral and spiritual 
demands which constitute the sub- 
stance of this Manual Under 
such voluntary discipline, human 
thought changes for the better, but 
the rules by which this improve- 
ment is brought about are so fun- 
damental as to be changeless. 

Mrs Eddy knew that by its ver) 
nature mortal mind would attempt 
lo stir up conflict from within and 
without; that it would seek to con. 
fuse and deceive, weaken and dis 
courage. She realized that she wi

"The last enemy that shall oe de- 
stroyed is death." So death is to 
be overcome, not submitted to. 
and the present fruitage of this 
overcoming is healing To think 
of the human and the mortal as 
one and the same thing subjects 
human experience to all the vary- 
ing degrees of restriction, impair- 
ment, failure, and destruction, 
which mortal or deathlike con- 
cepts include. 


Coincidence of the Divine with 
| the Human 


Suppose we consider the human 
in relation to the divine On page 
100 of “Miscellaneous Writings” 
Mrs. Eddy states, “The spiritual 
monitor understood is coincidence 
of the divine with the human. the 
acme of Christian Science.” The

coincidence of the divine with the 
human does not mean that these 
terms are identical any more than 
are the terms human and mortal 


it does mean, however, that 
through Christ — “the spiritual 
monitor understood” — the divine 


reaches the human at every point 
of receptivity, elevating and im- 
| proving it until every human con- 

cept nally yields to the spiritual 
idea to which it points. 

Thus the word "mortal" has to 
do with all evil, without a vestige 
of good: The word "divine" has to 
do with all good, without 'estige 
of evil. The word "human" has to 
do with the seeming temporary 
awareness of good and evil, typi- 
fied by Jesus in his parable of the 
feld in which tares and wheat 
grow side by side, but never really 
mingle (see Matt. 13:24 30) In this 
parable the good man slept: the 
enemy planted tares. These two 
are related. The enemy who plants 
the tares puts the good man to 
sleep. Mortal mind is the enemy. 
evil in tendency, mesmeric in na- 
ture.

Detecting the Counterfelt 


A helpful illustration compares 
the divine, or absolutely true, with 
gold or its equivalent in the treas- 
ury; the human, or relatively true 

ten-dollar bill; and the mor- 
tal, or utterly , with a counter- 
fei ten-dollar bill. The genuine 
ten-dollar bill has no intrinsic 
value. Its value is not in the paper 
on which it is printed, but in the 
ten dollars in gold or its equivalent 
with which the bill coincides The 
bill has, or used to have, a redemp- 
tive value, and, when redeemed, is 
put out of circulation. The counter- 
feit bill, on the contrary, coincides 
with nothing in the treasury It 
has no redemptive value Though 
resembling the genuine which it 
counterfeits, it is a deception, and 
is put out of circulation when.de- 
tected The good bill is redeemed 
the counterfeit is destroyed 

Those whose business it is to 
preserve the integrity bf our 
monetary system are so familiar 
with the various issues of currency 
and their identifying characteris- 
lis that they become expert in 
their ability to detect a counterteit 
bill Likewise, a Christian Scien- 
tist, becoming increasingly aware 
of the nature of spiritual ideas, ts 
able to detect the spurious nature 
of mortal beliefs when they fraud- 
ulently present themselves as 
phases ot human experience Thus 
a Christian Scientist finds it es- 
sential to distinguish between a 
spiritual idea, a human concept 
and a mortal belief. 


Human Experience Improved
